MACHINE PLOWED IN S\ND.

Enthusiasm over the success of the 


trip, it is commented, has not been 
accompanied by any minimizing of 
the great dangers the aviators en- 
countered. 
Once the airmen said, 


they barely escaped being plunged 
into the sea when the machine went 
into a flat spin. 


The aviators said they did not feel 


hungry during the flight, but were 
extremely thirsty. 


"For a time." Captain Alcock said 


"we spoke to each other through the 
communication telephone, but these 
broke down after four hours and we 
had to discard them.

NEVER SIGHTED SHIP 


Describing the trip the aviators 


said the> had a very trying ordeal, 
Captain Alcock saving that ths sun 
came out only once when, the bi- 
plane had attained a height of 11,-

0"nly three astronomical ob- 


serva'ions were possible during the 
vovage. The altitude of the machine 
varied from a few feet from the water 
up to 13000 feet and the fliers never 
sighted a single ship. 


ALMOST HIT OCEA.Y ONCE 


' I didn t know once during the 


night whether I was upside down or 
not," said Captain Alcock. "Once we 
ascended hurriedly when we saw the 
green Atlantic only thirty feet be- 
low. ' 


The breaking away of the propeller 


generating current for the wireless 
apparatus soon after the start pre- 
vented the men from communicating

When It happened, 


Lieut. Brown noticed '.hat the pro- 
peller had carried away with It one

WEATHER CONDITION BAD. 


Wsather conditions were very bad 


ourmg the trip and Lieut Brown 
had to climb from his seat to clear 
the ice away from the petrol gauge. 


After breakfast Lieut. Brown we.nt 


to bed, while Captain Alcock Inspect- 
ed the machine The lieutenant, how. 
ever, was unable to sleep and soon 
got up By noon, both were look- 
ing perfectly well and willingly dis- 
tributed autographs to admirers Cap- 
tain Alcock wanted to fly to Ens- 
land in a borrowed plane, but Jus

MAIL SOAKED. 


Captain Alcock exhibited a bunch 


of rainsoaked letteis which he had 
bce,n aslied to mail if the flight vias 
successful, saying: 


"I am the first tians-Atlantic post- 


man." 


The two aviators said they were 


only once in real danger, w h e n the 
machine uent into a flat spin, owing 
to the pilot bfing unable to tell how 
the machine was moved. Lieut. Brown 
noticing that the compass needle was 
swinging from side to side—the first 
indication that something was wrong 
—managed to get Captain Alcock to 
understand the difficulty. 


MADE 140 MILES AN HOUR ONCE. 


The machined traveled at a rate 


of 140 miles, an hour at times and the 
pilot 
once 
found 
himself diving 


straight toward the surface of the 
ocean. He was so near the water that 
he had to "snatch' the machine from 
its dive so quickly that It almost 
looped the loop. He says th» machine 
would have crumbled up had It touch- 
ed the water at the speed it was then, 
traveling. 


The biplane is being guarded liy

zens of El Paso, Brigadier-General J 
B. Erwin, at 11 o'clock last night or- 
dered American troops to cross the 
border, and In ten minutes after the 
order was Issued, 3,600 United States 
soldiers were In Mexico. 


The first troops to cross the bor 


der were the Fourth battalion of the 
24th infantry (colored), a battalion 
of the 82nd artillery, and the Fifth 
and Seventh cavalry.
